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BRO. JOSEPH GAESSLER, S.M. 


Born August 15, 1879 
Died May 25, 1961 


On the feast of Mary, Help of 
Christians, Bro. Joseph Gaessler went 
to join Father Chaminade and the thou- 
sands of his fellow Marianists around 
the throne of Our Lady on the feast of whose Assumption he was born. 


Brother Gaessler made his first profession of vows in the Society of Mary 
on March 21, 1897. Five years later, on January 21, 1902, he arrived in Japan 
where he was to spend the rest of his life. He never returned to his native France.” 


During his fifty-nine years in Japan, Brother Gaessler taught at the Apostles’ 
School in Urakami, at the Meisei in Osaka, at the Gyosei in Tokyo, and at St. 
Joseph College, where he spent the last twenty-one years. 


Throughout our years at St. Joseph College, Brother Gaessler has always 
been closely associated with our class. He was our homeroom teacher in the fourth 
grade, and he taught us English several times. Many of us owe our entrance into 
the Catholic Church to his constant teaching, example and prayers. There are 
truly hundreds of alumni of our school and other Marianist schools in Japan who 
could say the same thing. On that fateful first day of first grade, he set us at 


ease by calling “Bochan, bochan” and speaking to us in Japanese. He was always 


interested in us, and ever ready to help. He was very much a part of the sixty 
years of St. Joseph College. 


Another grand Marianist missionary and teacher has gone to God. We of 
the senior class dedicate our yearbook to him in grateful memory. May he 
intercede for us in Heaven.

William Joseph Chaminade was born on April 
8, 1761. He was the youngest of thirteen children. 
From his father he heard stories of Perigueux, his 
home town, and of the France he loved so well. 
From his mother he learned his prayers, and from 
her he received the deep spirit of faith and charm 
of manner which were so characteristic of him. 
The spirit of religion filled his life from his early 
years, and his father often called him “ our little 
saint”.

One day, while he was still at Mussidan, Joseph 
was with a group of boys playing in a stone quarry. 
One loose stone rolled down and struck his right 
foot. Six weeks later the foot still had not healed. 
His brother John suggested that he pray to the 
Blessed Virgin. Joseph prayed, and promised that 
if he were cured he would make a pilgrimage on 
foot to the shrine of Verdelais, about forty miles 
away. The foot healed remarkably rapidly, and 
Joseph kept his promise, his brother going with him. 
This incident only served to increase his already 
great devotion to Our Lady.

After schooling in Mussidan and Bordeaux, 
Joseph went to the College de Lisieux, in Paris, 
which was directed by the Sulpician Fathers. Joseph 
had decided to become a priest, along with his two 
brothers John and Louis. He was ordained in 1784. 
After receiving his degree as Doctor of Divinity, he 
returned to Mussidan. Four years later, the French 
Revolution broke out in all its fury. Father Cha- 
minade went to Bordeaux because he would not 
take the oath to uphold the new Civil Constitution 
which withdrew the Church in France from Papal 
jurisdiction.

In 1791 the revolution swept into Bordeaux in 
full force. Forty priests remained in the city to 
administer to the needs of the faithful. Among 
them was Fr. Chaminade. He assumed different 
disguises, but his favorite was that of a tinker—a 
mender of pots and pans. In this disguise he was 
even questioned by the police as to whether or not 
he knew the whereabouts of the priest Chaminade. 
Twenty of the forty priests were caught and executed, 
and every day Father Chaminade faced possible 
capture and death on the guillotine, but he stayed 
in the city, continually outwitting the police who 
sought him.

Danger came close to Father Chaminade often 
during the lerrible Reign of Terror. Once while 
he was walking down a street, a mob and police 
stobped him and asked, "Tinker, did you see the 
priest Chaminade pass by here?’ “Yes, I think I 
did,” he replied. “Run down that way and maybe 
you'll catch him.” The mob started off and Father 
Chaminade joked, “You're going to kill them all 
and leave none for seed, eh?” The answer came 
back: “Tinker, we'll do just that.” When the 
disguise of tinker became dangerous, he changed 
to a peddler of pins and needles. 


Another time when the police were chasing him, 
Fr. Chaminade went into the shop of the barrel- 
maker, Fouche. He climbed into one of the big 
barrels and waited while the police came in and 
asked the cooper where the priest was. M. Fouche 
hit on the barrel with his hammer and called, “Come 
out of there, Chaminade. We know you're there.” 
The police, taking it as a joke, turned and left. 
When he climbed out of the barrel, Fr. Chaminade 
asked, “Why did you do that?” The cooper replied, 
“There was no danger, Father. Everyone knows 
Im a liar!” 


Born on January

One interesting escape took place in Fr. Cha- 
minade's own house at the Villa St. Lawrence. 
The police came unexpectedly, and Fr. Chaminade 
had only enough time to climb under a washtub in 
the kitchen. When the police had searched the 
house, the maid, Marie, invited them to take some 
wine. She set the bottle and the glasses on top of 
the tub covering Fr. Chaminade. The police drank, 
commented on her being a good citizeness, and left. 
When he came out of hiding, Fr. Chaminade re- 
marked, “There was only the thickness of a board 
between me and the guillotine!” 


In 1794 Robespierre fell, and the revolution 
seemed to be over. Peace came again to Bordeaux. 
But in the fall of 1797, the Jacobins took over and 
trouble broke out again. Father Chaminade had 
hidden so well during the revolution that the police 
were at last convinced he really had left Bordeaux. 
New orders demanded that all emigrated priests 
had to return to exile. In vain, Fr. Chaminade 
insisted he had never left. With his brother Louis, 
he was forced to leave France, and in company 
with other priests, they began the journey to Spain.

On October 11, the Chaminade brothers arrived 
in Saragossa. It was the eve of the great feast of 
the city, Our Lady of the Pillar. The brothers were 
to remain here for three years. During this time, 
Joseph made and sold small plaster statues to provide 
funds for daily living. He gave his services where- 
ever possible, and ofien visited the churches and 
monasteries near Saragossa. But most of all he 
liked to go to the famous basilica built in honor of 
Our Lady of the Pillar, said to be the oldest shrine 
in the world dedicated to the Blessed Virgin. 


It was at the shrine of Our Lady of the Pillar 
that Father Chaminade’s future work was revealed 
to him. The exact nature of the inspiration was 
never made known, but a whole plan of action 
began to form in his mind. He saw above all that 
only an intense practice of religion could save France 
from moral disaster. He saw further that a religious 
order would be the best means of accomplishing this 
renewal of faith. All of his plans he placed at the 
feet of Our Lady, thus practicing the filial piety to 
Mary that he was to spend his life teaching others. 


Father Chaminade believed that every Christian 
must be an apostle. He wished to gather a group 
of young men who were willing to dedicate themselves 
to the Blessed Virgin and under her leadership to 
fight evil and promote good. “The Lord has chosen 
new wars,” quoted Fr. Chaminade. Soon two pro- 
Jessors, three students, a student-theologian, three 
laborers and three businessmen had united to form 
the first Sodality. By 1807, it had grown to 400 
members. Napoleon suppressed the Sodality in 1809, 
but after his defeat it flourished again and did 
much good in Bordeaux. 


August 13, 1943

At Agen, France, a small group of young 
women had got together with the same idea in mind 
as the sodalists of Bordeaux had. At their head 
was Adele de Tranquelleon. From a friend she 
learned of the sodality in Bordeaux, and wrote to 
Father Chaminade for information. He sent her 
what she wished, and in 1810 visited the group 
himself. Little by little he told her of the grand 
plan he had been forming for years — ever since 
Saragossa. The result was the establishment in 
1816 of a religious order for women, called The 
Daughters of Mary Immaculate.

He 
explained his plan of forming a religious society of 
men dedicated especially to the Blessed Virgin, who, 
as the promised Woman, was to crush the head of 
the serpent of evil. “Let us,” said Father Chaminade, 
“be the heel of the Woman.” And so the Society 
of Mary had its beginning.

From the beginning the Society was 
composed of three distinct groups: ecclesiastics, men 
of letters, and workingmen. On December 11, 1817, 
the first seven members made their profession of 
vows before the Archbishop of Bordeaux. The 
cornerstone of the Society of Mary was solemnly 
laid.

In early January, 1850, Father Chaminade had 
a stroke of apoplexy.

Caillet, and others gathered around 
his bed. He slowly picked up the crucifix and pressed 
it to his lips. He then laid it on his breast, with 
his hand over it, and in this peaceful attitude, he 
very quietly breathed his last.

Since its foundation, the Society of Mary has 
spread to many parts of the world. Father Chami- 
nade -lived to see it grow in France and spread to 
Switzerland and America. Today in Europe there 
are establishments also in Belgium, Germany, Aus- 
tria, Italy, Hungary, and Spain. The Society also 
spread across the Mediterranean to Tunis, Morocco 
and French Congo. Recently establishments have 
been made in Nigeria, Togo, Nyassaland and Kenya. 
The seed planted at Saragossa has developed into 
a great tree – greater perhaps than Fr. Chaminade 
ever imagined it would be. 


In 1849 three Brothers went to Dayton, Ohio. 
This was the beginning of the Society of Mary in 
the New World. Since that time the Society in the 
United States has grown into several Provinces with 
some 1,500 religious. There are also establishments 
in Canada and Puerto Rico. Before the persecution, 
the Society also existed in Mexico. In South America, 
there are Marianist schools in Argentina, Chile and 
Peru. And on the mid-Pacific U.S. state of Hawaii, 
the Society recently celebrated its seventy-fifth anni- 
versary.
